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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Arizona:

Section 1. Section 21-324, Arizona Revised Statutes, 1is amended to
read:

21-324. General panel for all divisions in one county

In any county where there is more than one division OR REGIONAL
JUDICIAL DISTRICT of the superior court, trial jury panels drawn shall
constitute a pool to be used by all the superior court divisions AND
DISTRICTS in the county. THE JURY COMMISSIONER SHALL USE A SYSTEM THAT IS
DESIGNED TO MINIMIZE THE DISTANCE PROSPECTIVE JURORS MUST TRAVEL AND TO AVOID
UNNECESSARY TRAVEL EXPENSES. The jury commissioner shall draw by lot from
the particular panel or pool the names of individual jurors to be called for
each trial in such manner as to insure random selection.
